“WHAT DOCTORS SAY ABOUT: 


Q. Our children are now given 
shots for diphtheria, lockjaw, 
whooping cough, polio, and I 
don’t know what all. Can’t this 
sort of thing be carried too 
far? 

A. Weigh the good of, preventing 
deadly diseases against the sore 
arms from shots and the answer 
is obvious. As for whether im- 
munizations can be carried too 
far, consider some of the things 
doctors know about the subject. 
Laboratory animals given re- 
peated shots, far more than the 
average person would ever re- 
ceive, do show some unwanted 
effects. Until recently it was not 
known whether this occurs in 
humans. To shed some light on 
the subject, doctors at Johns 
Hopkins examined 99 laboratory 
workers who had been given 
shots for everything in the book. 
Hundreds of tests performed on 
these men turned up very little. 
The important thing, said the 
examining physicians, was that 
the super-injected men were per- 
fectly well. Their general health 


seemed unchanged by scores of 
shots.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 11—The 
California Olive Advisory board, 
through its manager, Daryl Hut- 
chins, has announced that a light 
olive crop is in prospect for the 
1959 harvest. Several surveys 
made in recent weeks indicate that 
this crop will be one of the light- 
est in Many years. 

Hutchins stated that initial sur- 
veys started early in April, when 
the trees were still in bloom, in- 
dicated a light crop. The blossom 
period is now over, and such olives 
as there are can now be seen. A 
check of orchards discloses that 
some areas where there was good 
bloom have had a poor fruit set, 
and other areas have had green 
drop, thus further reducing crop 
prospects. . 

Reports indicate that a number 
of Manzanillo variety orchards 
have experienced complete failure, 
and their average will run less 
than one-half of last season’s can- 
ning fruit. The crop in Tulare 
county, main Manzanillo district, 
is reported the lightest in years. 

The Oroville area is the last 
stronghold of the Mission variety. 
Reports indicate a medium crop of 
Mission olives that, although spot- 
ty, will probably produce close to 
last year’s tonnage of canning 
size. However, in normal years, 
this variety represents such a 
small percentage ‘of the total pack 
that this year’s crop will not ma- 


CITRUS DAMAGE 
FROM GOPHERS 
CAN BE CUT 


VISALIA, June 11 — Farm Ad- 
visor Karl Opitz points out that 
most losses to gophers can be 
avoided by increased vigilance on 
the part of citrus growers. With 
non-tillage it is easy to spot goph- 
er activity. 

When gopher mounds are spot- 
ted, poisoning or trapping should 
be done at once. 

The natural enemies of gophers 
are useful aids in cutting down 
migration to citrus groves. The 
barn owl and gopher snake should 
be protected and encouraged be- 
cause these predators reduce ro- 
dent populations appreciably. 

A good pamphlet on gopher con- 
trol is available free of charge 
from the Farm and Home Advisors 
office, basement of the Post Office

All Sevillano areas report a 
lighter set than originally antici- 
pated. Much of the blossom did 
not result in olives, and tonnage 
is not expected to be over one-half 
of last year’s harvest for canning. 

A fair crop of Ascolanos is in 
prospect, although this variety is 
so small in total tonnage that it 
will not materially affect total 
supply. 

The light crop situation was an- 
ticipated by the California ripe 
olive industry, because of recent 
unfavorable weather conditions. 
Industry observers feel that this 
small crop, even when supported 
by present carryover stocks, will 
result in short supply for the next 
18-month period.

The fiscal affairs of the State 
Fair and the many county and dis- 
trict fairs have proved to be one 
of the tougher. problems. with 
which we have had to wrestle at 
the present session. The number 
of bills.proposing changes ranging 
from their financial support to the 
particular state agency ‘concerned 
with their operations indicates the 
; Wide divergence of opinion as to 
what should be done. 

State support is granted from 
the fairs and expositions fund, fi- 
nanced by horse racing revenues, 
and is based on a formula fixed by 
law. Critics of this situation have 
pointed out that it favors the 
smaller fairs, many of which have 
build) up sizeable reserves from 
these grants, which do not revert 
to the state if unused. They feel 
these excess funds should be used 
for general state purposes. 


One measure sponsored by the 
state administration would have 
abolished the special fairs fund 
completely, and have transferred 
all its revenues to the general 
fund. It would have had the effect 
of requiring the legislature to ap- 
propriate money at its discretion 
each year for support of the fairs. 
Any surplus over the amount ap- 
proved would be automatically 
available for general fund purpos- 
es. 


Another measure sponsored by 
the fairs through their association 
would impose upper limits on the 
total amounts available for grants 
to various types of fairs, and 
would make the formula more 
| flexible so as not to favor smaller 
fairs and to prevent the piling up 
of unneeded reserves. It has been 


tion would be enacted at this ses- 
sion. .The administration bill was 
then tied up in committee, the 
fairs’ own measure appeared trap- 
ped, and authors of bills to make 
other changes in fair operations 
were having difficulties in moving 
them. 


But within the past few days 
fair legislati seems to have tak- 
en on new life. The measure spon- 
sored by the fairs has been favor- 
ably reported out of committee in 
substantially. its original form. 
The administration measure was 
withdrawn from committee, and 
amended to make its provisions 
substantially the same as the oth- 
er bill. Observers now think that 
one of these measures might pass. 


But our concern as iegislators 
in fairs, their operations, and fu- 
ture is too serious to be ended by 
minor revisions in their financing. 
Many of us feel that these matters 
should be carefully investigated to 
lay the basis for sound corrective 
legislation. Therefore, special pro- 
vision is being made in both bills 
for the creation of a new legisla- 
tive study committee on fair mat- 
ters. 

This new group, to be made up 
of an equal number of Senators 
and Assemblymen representing all 
the geographical areas of the state 
would replace the present fairs

(Continued trom Page 1) 
approximately $2,000 spent in cap- 


ital investment. 

Bishop also reported that all 
checks have been mailed to Fu- 
ture Farmers and 4-H club mem- 
bers who sold animals at the fair’s 
junior livestock sale -— an item of 
approximately $55,000. 

Fair books will be ready for 
audit about July 1, Bishop stated, 
when they will be turned over to 
Earl W. Reed, accountant, who 
will make the audit without 
charge to the fair. 


Audit reports will he published 
as soon as completed, in accord- 
ance with policy of fair directors. 

In discussing the problems of 
the 1959 fair, and improvements 
that can be made next year, Board 
Chairman A. K. Hodgson urged 
directors ‘‘to be thinking about’’ 
providing of more space for some 
of the concessions and for agricul- 
tural mechanics; the expanding of

Mrs. Davis is not introducing 
any legislation at this time to 
make the archery deer season pos- 
sible over the heads of the com- 
missioners. An amendment has 
been added to AB 2543 by Assem- 
blyman Clark Bradley of San Jose 
that would do the job but whether 
or not it will pass and be signed 
by the governor is an unknown 
factor according to Mrs. Davis. She 
said the measure would have to 
carry an emergency clause (which 
it apparently does not) to become 
effective in time for the coastal 
archery deer season. The legisla- 
tion, if passed, might make it pos- 
sible to hold the inland archery 
deer season. 

The assemblywoman expressed 
the opinion that if sportsmen par- 
ticipated in the archery deer sea- 
son they should not be permitted 
to hunt during the gun season, 
which was the case a few years 
back. 

It will be. interesting to see 
what happens to the proposed spe- 
cial either sex deer season exclu- 
sively for archers being proposed 
for parts of Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties. The season would 
be from the close of the coastal 
season until February 28, 1960, or 
until 800 deer have been taken. 
Hearing on the matter has been 
arranged for July 9. The outcome 
of the special either sex deer sea- 
son for. archers in Los Angeles 
county is also in doubt.

MID-MAY FARM 


PRICES HIGHER 
THAN IN APRIL 


SACRAMENTO, June 11—Pric- 
es received by California farmers 
in mid-May, when compared with 
April, were higher than a month 
earlier for potatoes, oranges, and 
lemons and lower for barley and 
eges. 

The drop in the barley price rep- 
resented an adjustment to a -new 
crop basis. Depressed egg prices 
continued to reflect large supplies. 
Higher prices for potatoes repre- 
sented movement of the late spring 
crop, as no significant volume of 
other groups moved. There was 
little or no change in other com- 
modity prices. 

Compared with May, a year ago, 
prices received were higher for 
oats, alfalfa seed; and wool. 
Wheat, potatoes, citrus, hogs, 
poultry and eggs brought lower 
prices. 

Most commodity prices were 
well under the 1953-57 average. 
Potatoes, hay, cotton lint, oranges, 
beef cattle, calves, milk and milk 
cows were above this average. 


The greatest single source of 
farm income in the United States 
is dairying. About 20c out of each 
dollar of cash receipts from farm 
products comes from dairying. 


Thus one-fifth of the nation’s ag- 
ricultural income is from dairying.

The recreation program also in- 


cludes two basketball teams, 15-17 
year age group; two AAU swim- 
ming teams, 12-18 years; a six 
week band program at the high 
school under direction of Frank 
Shaffer, high school band director, 
afid a four week band program at 
Bartlett school, under direction of 
Jerry Kuhlman, Bartlett band di- 
rector. 

Donating his services -is Tracy 
Armstrong, high school golf coach, 
who has two golf teams on the 
Porterville Municipal course, two 
afternoons a week. A morning 
playground program is conducted 
on the high school grounds. 

Major facilities used in the rec- 
reation program include the girls’ 
gym at Porterville high school, as 
well as the high school baseball 
diamond, music room and general 
outdoor facilities; four baseball 
diamonds, as well as other facili- 
ties, at Bartlett school; the Por- 
terville Municipal swimming pool, 
golf course and ball park; and the 
new Little League park, Sequoia 
field, that was constructed through 
work by interested individuals in 
the community. Virtually all 
school grounds in the community 
are used for team practice from 
time to time. 

Furnished through the recrea- 
tion commission is sports equip- 
ment, plus umpires and scorekeep- 
ers, Swimming coaches, and super- 
visors for dances that are plan- 
ned on a bi-monthly basis. The 


Porterville Kiwanis club will also 
assist in supervision of the rec- 
reation dances. Me 

Ball teams in the recreation 
leagues are sponsored by various 
business firms and individuals of 
the community who provide uni- 
forms; the teams are managed by 
volunteers. 

About 48 per cent of the young 
people participating in the pro- 
gram live outside the incorporated 
area of Porterville, however, about 
85 per cent of the participants 
come from what might be called 
the greater Porterville area. Par- 
ticipating also are some from 
Springville, Poplar, Woodville, 
Terra Bella, Ducor and Strath- 
more. 

Many of the team managers and 
assistant managers live outside 
the City of Porterville. 

Some recreation programs that 
were used in other years—notably 
handicraft work and dramatics, 
are not included in the 1959 sum- 
mer program because of lack of 
participation last year. 

Financing of the summer recrea- 
tion program is taken care of 
jointly by the City of Porterville 
and the elementary and high 
school districts. The program is 
open to all interested young people. 

(Note: New budget for the rec- 
reation program is now being 
considered in connection with gen- 
eral budget by Porterville city 
councilmen. When this has been 
completed, we will present detailed 
figures on costs of recreation, and 
how it is shared by the three pub- 
lic agencies involved.)

ELKS INVITE PUBLIC TO JOIN 
IN PAYING TRIBUTE TO AMERICAN 
FLAG; LODGE CEREMONY IS JUNE 15 


PORTERVILLE, June 11 — A 
farewell salute to the 48-star 
American flag will kenyote this 
year’s observance of Flag Day by 
the Porterville Lodge of Elks, with 
Earl Raiche, exalted ruler of the 
lodge, inviting the public to join 
with Elks in displaying the flag 
on Flag day, June 14, and to par- 
ticipate in the lodge Flag day 
ceremony the evening of June 15, 
in the lodge hall, at 8 p.m. 

The addition of a star to Old 
Glory’s Union on July 4, represent- 
ing the new State of Alaska, will 
be the first change in the Flag 
since 1912, when New Mexico and 
Arizona became the 47th and 48th 
States. A fiftieth star, for the 
State of Hawaii, will be added on 
July 5, 1960. 

Raiche also urged all citizens of 
Porterville to fly the colors be- 
fore their homes and places of 
business on June 14. 

This year’s Flag day observance 
will commemorate the 182nd an- 
niyersary of the adoption of the 
design for the Flag by the Con- 
tinental Congress on June 14, 
1777. Congress resolved then 
“that the flag of the United States 
be 13 stripes alternating red and 
white, that the union be 13 stars 
white on a blue field representing 
a new constellation.” 

“As we raise the Flag on June 
14, let us remember that it was 
the proud successor to that first 
Flag under which our gallant 
forefathers fought and won for us 
our independence,” Raiche said. 
“Let us remember the brave men 
who fought under our Flag of 48 
stars at Chateau Tierry, Omaha 
Beach and Pork Chop Hill to pre- 
serve our heritage for freedom. 
As we welcome the new stars to 
Old Glory’s firmament, let us re- 
solve to remain faithful to the tra- 
ditions and principles symbolized 
by those stars and stripes.”’ 

Raiche has announced the ap- 
pointment of Frank H. Pratt as 
chairman of a committee to plan 
the Lodge’s Flag day observance. 
Also appointed to the Flag day 
committee were Jim Heusdens, Al 
Zeddies, and Robert Job. 

The Flag day program that will 
be conducted next Monday evening 
at the Elks lodge will be high- 
lighted by a special ritual by lodge 
officers; a history of the flag, re- 
counted by Pratt, with members 
of Elks Boy Scout troop No. 39 
parading the various American 
flags that have been used during 
the history of the nation.
